An Ausiralion in Chins : Being a Narra- 
tive of a Quiet Journey acroas Ohins 
to. British Burma. By G. E. Morri- 
son, M.B,, C.M,, Elin., F.B.G.S, 
Lendun: Horaco Cox, Windsor 
House, Bream’s Buildings, B.C, 1895. 


This is one of the most delightful books 
of travel it has beon our good fortune to 
read. Bright, ontertaining, cynical, abser- 
vant, Dr Murrison relates hiv experiences 
of a journey through Westera China, from 
Changking to Bhamo, Considering the 
importance of Western and South-Western 
China ot the present moment, whon two 
French Commissions are en route to-enquire 
into its tradal capabilities, while a lead- 
ing English Chambor of Oummerce has just 
undertaken a similar Mission, it would 
have been useful to have more extensive 
and practical information than Dr Mor- 
tieon gives or can give, in consequence 
of his journey partaking more of a 


scampor than a doliberate voyage of 
discovery and ciroful investigation. Be- 
yond proving that it is possible to 
accomplish the journey in safety, it 
must bo confessed that Dr Mor. 
rison adits Jittle to our knowledge of the 
Provinces of Sz:chuon and Yonnan, and 
when one analyses the merits of tho bock 
under review it has to be admitted that our 
appreciation of it is confined chiefly, if not 
absolutely, to the charm of its narration, 
the quick transition of scene and the anec- 
dotal mothod of the author, He does not, 
it is trae, claim for his book that it is more 
than the relativn of aquict excursion, but 
that doos not prevent us from regratting 
that a traveller of Dr, Morrison's proclivitios 
and powers of observation did not tako his 
journey more seriously and endeavour to 
make s more valuable addition to our 
knowledge of a portion of Ohina which is 
destiaed in the near fature to play an im- 
portant part iu the world’s history. 
Having relieved ourselves of this conces- 
‘sion to the critic’a privilege of Snding fault, 
we must give ouraslves over to an ap- 
prociation of Dr Morrison's book, Ho 
xives some graphic pictares vf tho trip up 
the Yangtse from Shanghai to Chongking, 
from which poiot tho lan! journey com- 
menced. Baber says that ‘No traveller 
in Western China who possesses any sense 
of self-respect should journey without o 
sedan chair,’ but Dr Morrison at tho risk 
of being considered ‘a peddling foo'pid 
who coald not gain‘a living in his own 
country’ dispensed with the sedan chair, 
and did most of the land journey on foot, 
From the account he gives of the road 
over which ho travelled it makes one 
wonder how the bicyclist Linz ever manag- 
ed to get throngh to Burmab. As Dr 
Morriaon knew no Chinese, he sometimes 
got into situations which would have dis- 
turbed the equanimity of the ordinary 
traveller. He was equal tu every emer- 
gency, however, Ato wayside inn, a day's 
stage beyond Anpien, he had an adventure 
which may be taken as typical of others:— 
‘One elderly Chinese with huge glisses, o 
wag in hie way, seeing that I did notspeak 
Chidess, thought to make me understand 
and divert the crowd by the luu ness of 
his speech, and, insisting that I was d.af, 
yelled into my ars in tones that shook the 
tympanum. I told tho fovlish fellow, in 
English, that the less he talked tha better 
I could understand him ; but he persisted, 
and poked his fuce almost iu'o miue, but, 
withdrew it and hobbled cff in umbrage 
when I drew the attention of the byatau- 
ders to the absurd capacity of his mouth, 
which was larger than any mule’s. I roust 
admit that my knowledge of Chinese waa 
scant, 0 acanty indeed as to bs almost 
non-existent; What fow words I knew 
were rately intelligible; but, as Mrs 
General Baynes, when staying at Boulogne, 
found Hindostanee to be of. great help in 
speaking French, so did I discover that 
English was of great assistance to me in 
oonversing in Chinese. Remonstrance was 
thus made moro effective. Whenever I 
was in a diffloulty, I had only to cay a for 
grave sentences ia Eoglish, acd 1 was 
master of tha sitastion. This method 
of speaking often reminded mo ‘of 
that employed by a Oornish lady of high 
family whose husband was a collosgue -of 
wine in §; She had boeu many years 
in Andalasia, bat had nevor succeeded in 
mastering Spanish. At a dinner party 
given by thie lady, at which I was present, 
she thus addressod her Spanish. servant, 
who did not © possess’? s single word of 
English: ‘* Bring mo,” she said in an angey 
atide, * bring me the euchillo with tho black. 
hendled heft,’ adding, as she turned to us 
and thumped her fist on the table, while 
the servant stuod still mystified, * D—— 
the language! J wish I had nevor learnt it {” 
It is with pleasant ancodotes of this des. 
eription that’ De Morrisou condacts ¢ 
reader over hill and dale, from stage to 
stage, throughout the hundred days’ jour. 
ney, It will therefore be aspparunt that 
though entertaining, supplied with some 
facts regarding the . country - traversed, 
the book is not. mere catalogue of 
geographical, botanical, or authropolo- 
gical data. One fact hea does -atate

We 
can understand what Dr Lowson,{ for in. 
stance, would have given for the same op- 
portunity. . 

Throughout his book, whilst acknowledg- 
ing the kindness (as a general rule) of ‘the 
missionaries he encountered on the journey, 
De Morrison devotes 8 considerable 
amount of epace to the discussion of the 
missionary and opium questions. Perhaps 
he devotes too much spsca to theso sub- 
jects, and he is certain to bring down 
about his ears the whole-hearted condemu- 
ation of tho missionary patty, He un- 
doubtedly overlooks the importance of the 
Foreign missionary as a civilising and com. 
mercial force, apart altogether from his 
Ohriatian work—-a3 a0 advertising medium 
for goods of Europenn manufacturo, This, 
to our mind, is a low level on which to base 
an argument in favour of Ohriatian missions, 
but it is one which has been advanced ta 
us by a gentleman who wasonce himself a 
miasionary in China ; aud if we aro to be- 
lieve the assertions of other miasionarica, 
who hava had long interoourso with the 
Chineso, thet it must take ot least three 
generations to get the Ohiness into o fit 
state for the propor reception of Christia- 
nity, it is not rightto disparage the untiring 
efforts of he disintercated men and women 
who are labouring under degrading and 
enervating conditiana in the interior of 
Ohina, for s people who sioplay 60 fow signe 
of appreciation of the sacrifices made un 
their bahalf, The sacrifice is the mis- 
sionaries’ :— .

meoting.’ Her lover, whe lives a week's 
journey away, was in England a well- 
known oarsman and athlete; in China ‘hoe 
is always ill, anaemic, wasted and 
dyspeptic, constantly subject to low forms 
of fever and destitute of appetite.’ But 
mure agonising than bis bad health is the 
horrible reality _of the. unavailing. sacrifice 
he is making—no converts but ‘ outcasts 
subsidised to forsake their family altars.’ 

To another part of his book he says :— 

‘During the time: Iwas in China, I met 
largo nambers of missionaries of all olasses 
in many cities from Poking to Canton, and 
they unanimously expressed satisfaction at 
the progress they are msking in China. 
Expressed enceinctly, their harvest may be 
described os-amountiug to a fraction more 
than two Chinamen perantum. If, how- 
uver, the paid ordained and unordained 
native helpers be added to tho number of 
mienionarier, you find tuat tho’ agurezate 
body converts nino-tenths of a Chinaman 
per worker per anoam; bnt missionaries 
deprecate theic work being judged by 
statistics. There ara 1611 Protestant mis. 
sionaries labouring in the Empire; aad 
estimating theie results from the atatistica 
of previous yoars se published in the 
Uhinest Recorder, we find that thoy gathered 
laet,.yoar (1898) into the fol 3127 Chinese 
—not all of whom it ix feared are genuine 
Cheistiavs -st a cost of £350,000, a sum 
equal to the combined incomes of the ten 
chief -London hospitals.’ . 

Again: ‘Since: ita forndetion in 1887, 
the Inland Mission of Wanhsion has been 
conducted with braye porseverance. There 
aro, unfortunately, no converts, but there 
are three hopeful ‘ enquirers’ whose con- 
vorsion would be the moro speedy the more 
likely they were te ,ubtsin employment 
afterwards. . . .

inexcusable untruth, He had written, ho 
said, to the poor woman telling her, dying 
ashe believed her to be, to come down to 
Bhamo by boat to seo me.’ 

We are aorry we cannot reproduce some 
of Dr Morrison’s remarka on the opium 
question. The man who travelled through 
poppy fields for & diatanou of 1700 miles in 
Western China is, of couteo, in a position 
to say something authoritatively on the 
effects of opiuns on the people of these dis- 
tricta; and he is able to poke fug at the 
hypocritical Chinese officials who deludo 
old women ofthe W.8. Csine and H. L. 
Wilson typeinto believing that the millions 
of Ohina are orying to England to put a stop 
to the iniquitous opium traffic. It in more 
than wver obvious that the Chineso are sn: 
deavouring to gat the Indian opium traffic 
stopped in order to euha.ce the native 
grown opium. 

The Bhamo route into Yuoonan, wo 
gather, does not favour British hopes 
of tapping Yannan.- Dr Morrieon is deci- 
sivoly of opinion that ‘the natural high- 
way of Contral and Southern Yaouonan is 
by Tonquin, and no artificial moans ¢an 
ever alter (t. At present Eastern Yunnan 
{apparently the richest part of the Pro- 
vince} sonds her trade through the Pro- 
vinces of Kweichow and Hunan to the 
Yangtse shove Hankow, or via tho: two 
Kwangato Qanton. Shortness of distance, 
combined with facility of transport, must 
sven tap this trade or divert it into the 
highways of Tonquin. Northern Yunoan 
oust send her produce and receive her im- 
ports via Szachuen and the Yangtsa, “As 
for the trade uf Szechuen, the richest of 
the Provinces of China, no man can venture 
to assert that any other trade routo exists, 
or oon over ke made to exist, than the 
River Yangtse ; and atl the Freoch Cum- 
missionorain the world can no more alter tho’ 
natural course of this trade than they can 
change the channel of the Yangtse itself,” 
This is emphatic, but ‘wo arc hopoful 
enough to beliove that it is not a final pro- 
nouncemeat on the trade routes of Western 
China. Dr. Morrison would have been 
more convincing ted he supported hie 
statement with facts obtained by personal 
observation,
